H E humiliation which a stunned and bewildered 
France auffered In surrendering Parla lo the 
Germans may have been In vain lf the enemy 
electa to defend the city against the approaching 
Allied army. Gen. Bradley s armored division* are 
less than IOO miles away, and the Germane net* 
not Indicated whether they will stand and tight 
there. To declare Paris an open city would mean 
that they m ust retreat at least to the Magluot 
line. 
Paris has seen wars since the Homans came 
in the first century. It has been beselged by the 
barbarians, by the English, by the Germans and 
by arm ies of the many civil wars, and it was 
ravaged In the French revolution. The Germans 
spared Rome because they did not dare to violate 
tha feelings of Cathodes throughout the world.

value. 
Paris stands In a much m ort precarious position.
